In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 

agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative Ms. Cynthia Soumoff argued that the 
combination of Bohm and Tomaki is inoperable because Tomaki's hotmelt adhesive would not work with Bohm's 
article. With respect to claims 2 and 10, Ms. Cynthia Soumoff asserted that claim requires that outer layer is formed 
solely of a surface layer whereas Bohm's article includes two layers. Regarding claims 3 and 1 1 , the Examiner 
clarified the rejection as set forth on pages 4-5 of 08/03/07 Office Action. The Examiner requested that the arguments 
should be presented in writing such that it can be properly evaluated. .
